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REMARKS 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-26 were provisionally rejected as an obviousness-type double 
patent over claims 1-15 of co-pending application Serial No. 10005506. 

Applicants have elected to provide a terminal disclaimer since a Notice of 
Allowance has been granted for co-pending application Serial No. 10005506. 

As indicated by the Office Action, a terminal disclaimer overcomes the 
rejection, so claims 1-26 are allowable.
